DOMESTIC NEWS. 


A HEAVY SNOW-STORM ON THE 
EASTERN COAiST. 


The City o f Savannah Alm ost D e­ 
stroyed by F ire—A Perilous 
R id e in D akota.

O R G A N IZED LA B O R . 


P u ttin g A x le G rease In to B e e r an d B lo w ­ 
in g U p B u ild in g s. 


N e w Y o r k , A pril 7th.—An explosiop, 
presumably of a dynam ite bomb, which 
occurred February 8th in the rear of Stev­ 
enson’s brewery, has been found to be the 
work of the labor union men, four of 
whom are in custody at the police head­ 
quarters. One of the four men Inspector 
Byrnes has in charge made a confession 
aud told of the guilt of the other three. 
The inform er 
is H enry A. Fitzgerald, 
formerly w alking delegate of 
the Ale 
and Porter Brewery Kmploves’ Protective 
Association, who compose Local Assembly 
8,390. embraced in District Assembly 49. 
The K nights of Labor men implicated, and 
who are in custody, are John O’Connell, 
the President of the Local Assembly; Pat. 
F. Close and Thom as Reardon, members of 
the Executive Committee. 
O'Connell was 
President of the Executive Committee and 
undertook to bring Stevenson 
to their 
terms. The prisoners constituted the E x­ 
ecutive Committee at the tim e of the ex­ 
plosion. 
^ According to the inform er’s statements, 
the committee went about to invent some 
scheme whereby Stevenson would be made 
to recognize the Union and discharge non­ 
union men. The fiist plan was to send 
Union men to the brewery to apply for 
work, and state that they were not attached 
to the Union, 
Men who m ight secure em ­ 
ploym ent under this disguise were to place 
grease in the beer and ale vats. Several 
applicants who visited the brewery failed 
to get em ploym ent. The conspirators then 
conceived the plan to blow tip the brewery. 
The engine of destruction, it was planned, 
should be exploded iu the engine-room. 
Opportunity to reach the engine-room was 
not afford id the conspirators, and dynam ite 
finally was used instead. 
Detectives who 
have been working on the case learned re­ 
cently that O’Connell staled at a meeting 
that it was one thing to blow up the brew­ 
ery and another to prove it. inspector 
Byrnes, after securing Fitgerald's confes­ 
sion, took him before the Grand Jurv on 
Friday, where he repeated it, and indict­ 
m ents were found. 


SH O T TO D E A T H . 


P resid en t H arrlsuu w ill B u ild a Strong 
N avy au d D em a n d F oreign R esp ect, 


C h ic a g o , A nril 7 t h .—A reliable W ash­ 
ington correspondent sends his paper a 
long story of w hat is believed to be a 
nearly official statem ent of the future 
policy of the H arrison adm inistration. 
He declares that the internal policy of 
the Government will not be materially 
changed, but that a vigorous foreign policy 
will be pursued. The first thing will be to 
make a strong navy, and to this end the 
appropriations for naval vessels will be 
doubled, ocean commerce will be encour­ 
aged and Cuba aud Samoa be absorbed as 
of more vital interest to us than to any­ 
one else. The Nicaragua canal will be 
taken under our protection, and, in gen­ 
eral, the external interests of the nation 
be looked after as the most necessary 
thing now to be considered for our future 
welfare. 


M ISSO URI W O M EN . 


T h eir P o litic a l V iew s—V ery F ew D em o ­ 
crats A m o n g T h em . 
S t. L ou is, April 7th.—The Sunday Dis­ 
patch printed to-day interviews on politics 
with 500 women in different parts of Mis­ 
souri. These interviews show that while 
Missouri is Democratic at every election, 
the majority of the women interviewed are 
Republicans. Only a few are Prohibition­ 
ists, and not twenty in the 509 favor full 
woman suffrage, but quite a number of 
them would he glad to vote on license and 
school questions. One woman, who with 
her mother and sister pays the tuxes of an 
entire ward in her town, cannot under­ 
stand the justice of taxation without repre­ 
sentation. Their ideal statesmen are In­ 
galls, Conkling, Bayard, Vest and Windom. 
One lady says •• Frances Folsom Cleveland 
is the greatest statesman of the day.’’ A 
lady living in Rollo says that President 
Harrison’s Cabinet is good with one excep­ 
tion—Proctor—and she remarks in regard 
to him that a man with whiskers and no 
mustache must be looked upon with dis­ 
trust. Miss Elizabeth Harrison, also of 
Rollo, says : “ Notwithstanding the present 
prominence of tuy tamilv name in the Re­ 
publican party, and despite the fact that I 
call President Harrison Cousin Ben, I have 
never strayed from the paths of righteous­ 
ness. I am a stanch Democrat, and I think 
Thomas Francis Bayard the greatest Amer­ 
ican statesman, next to Grover Cleveland.” 


O K LA H O M A . 


A n A lle g e d P la n to B u rn th e B rid g es on 
th e R a ilro a d L in e. 
W in f ie ld (Kan.). April 7th.—A reliable 
man just from Oklahoma claims to have 
learned that the boomers, hundreds of 
whom are hid in the thickets and brush on 
the many streams in that country, have 
combined on a plan to burn all the bridges 
on the Santa Fe road on the night of April 
21st or sooner, so tiiat no trains can get into 
Oklahoma on the 22d. 
He says the boom­ 
ers swear that they are going to have the 
claims they have staked over at whatever 
cost. 
People bound for Oklahoma are arriving 
here daily from all over the Union and the 
excitement runs high. Thirty-five wagons 
arrived from Mead and Comanche counties 
to-day and camped just west of the town to 
await the proper time to move to Okla­ 
homa. 


A P E R IL O U S R ID E . 


A V irgin ia O u tla w R id d led W ith B a lle ts 
—T h ree O fficers W ou n d ed . 
P it tsb d eg, A pril 7th. — Advices have 
been received from Bramwell, W . Va., of 
the killing of Bill Moran, the outlaw who 
had been terrorizing Bramwell county, Va., 
for a year past. Two weeks ago he raided 
a railroad station at Falls Mills, and the 
railroad, people determ ined to put an end 
to his outlawry. 
Detective Baldwin swore 
out a w arrant for Morau. and accompanied 
by detectives W allace and Robinson lo­ 
cated their man iu a house in Tazewell 
county, Va. 
Early in the m orning they went to the 
house and Baldwin at once sprang into the 
room ; seeing a man he supposed to be Mo­ 
ran in bed. be called to him to surrender. 
Just then Moran appeared at the door of 
another room and fired two shots at Bald­ 
win, one passing through his coat and the 
other striking him in the arm near the 
wrist. 
By this tim e W allace and Robinson were 
in the house, ahd the firing became general. 
Wallace went down with one shot in the 
mouth and two in his right arm . Baldwin 
caught another bullet in his wounded arm , 
and Robinson fired two sfiots at the out­ 
law, when his pistol was knocked from his 
hand by a bullet which cut off one of his 
fingers. A woman who was in the house 
also fired five shots at Moran, and then 
fainted. Moran shot all the cartridges from 
his two revolvers, and then fell. H e died 
in two minutes, and when examined twelve 
wounds were found on him , six being in 
his body. The three detectives received 
eight balls. W allace is lying at the point 
of death, and Baldwin is in a serious con­ 
dition. Moran never spoke after the firing 
began. There is very general satisfaction 
at his death. 


A VIGO RO US F O R E IG N PO L IC Y . 


A T rain D a sh in g T h rou gh a P ra irie F ir e 
In D a k o ta . 


C h a m b e rla in (Dak.), April 7th.—During 
the terrible gale and fires of last week a 
train from the east bad a terrible experi­ 
ence two miles east of Mt. Vernon. A 
destructive fire was raging at that place, 
and the dust and smoke made It as dark as 
night. The engineer plnnged the train into 
the darkness, and the first thing he knew 
he fonnd the ties on fire for nearly a mile 
ahead. He checked the train, tearing to 


advance lest he should find no track, and 
there, in the suffocating smoke and heat, 
with blazing lies underneath the train and 
fiantes on each side of the track, the crew 
sought to extinguish the llames and save 
the train. 
The passengers became excited, 
and 
pleaded to be released from death by fire or 
suffocation, that seemed so near at hand. 
For the tim e escape seemed impossible, and 
several of the passengers gave up. Several 
of the ladies prayed aloud, and on all faces 
was jiictured fright natural to m ankind 
when death appears to be only a few mo­ 
ments hence. 
The train crew and passengers worked 
heroically ; men bent forward, gasping for 
breath, felt their way to the tender and 
found water to dash on the burning ties, 
while others went a few feet ahead of the 
epirine to see w hether it was safe to move 
ahead. Behind the road was on fire as tar 
as the eve could see, while ahead all was 
darkness and mystery. But it was death 
to liDger in that cauldron of fire, and when 
the surroundines either meant moving on 
or death, the effort was worth the attem pt, 
and a start was made. The suspense and 
horror of the few m om ents required to pass 
over the burning track and through the 
terrible heat and sm oke cannot be ex­ 
pressed ; but the train finally pulled out of 
the flames into fresh air aud safety. 


D EST R U C TIV E F IR E . 


T h e C ity o f S avan n ah , G eorgia, In R u in s 
and A sh es. 


S a v a n n a h (Ga.), A pril 
Gth.—At 6:55 
o’clock to-night a fire broke out in H ogan’s 
drygoods store, corner of Broughton and 
Barnard streets. Soon the fire ha 1 run to 
almost every part of the building, and 
those in it had barely tim e to escape with 
their lives. The fire was comm unicated to 
the crockery store of Jam es H . Douglass & 
Co., im mediately east of H ogan’s, and it 
was all ablaze in a short time. 
This 
building is one of the finest business blocks 
in the city, and its destruction represents a 
loss of $150,000. 
The fire then jumped to a magnificent 
four-story brick building, know n as Odd 
Fellows’ H all. It was totally destroyed. 
It represents a loss of $125,000. 
The second and third stories of a base­ 
ment brick dwelling immediately west of 
the hall were also destroyed ; loss, $8,000 to 
$10,000. 
The fire next spread from the corner of 
Barnard and State streets through twelve 
or fifteen brick dwelling-houses, completely 
destroying them . They represent a loss of 
$75.000, including contents. 
The air was filled with sparks, one of 
which lodged on the steeple of the Inde­ 
pendence Presbyterian Church, corner of 
Bull and South Broad streets, four or five 
blocks from the starting point of the fire. 
The church was totally destroyed, as was 
also its handsome brick Sunday-school 
building, and four or five contiguous dwell­ 
ings. 
The city has only four fire engines, and 
all were needed in the business part of the 
city. 
No attem pt was made to fight the 
fire at the cburch. The loss on the church, 
chapel and contents was $200,000 ; the loss 
on the dwellings in the vicinity was at 
least $35,000. 
In the meantim e the fire had com m uni­ 
cated to the cupola on the large four-story 
brick building used as a store for paints, 
oils and builders’ materials by Andrew 
H anley. Tne loss on the buildingand con­ 
tents is probably $80,000. 
Across the street from this was the hand­ 
some brick arsenal of the Savannah Guards 
Battalion, which was totally destroyed. 
It represents a loss of fully $85,000. Ten 
or fifteen wooden 
dwellings were also 
burned, in which the loss is probablv 
$15,000. 
' 
It is impossible to tell where the fire will 
stop, as the sparks are starting new confla­ 
grations in .spots quite rem ote from those 
now burning. Charleston, Augusta and 
Macon have been asked to send engines. 
The total I03S will doubtless reach $1,500,­ 
000. The insurance will be much less. 
Some loss of life m ay be developed to-mor­ 
row. 
At m idnight the fire was under control. 
In addition to the buildings already m en­ 
tioned, the fire swept away all the struct­ 
ures on each side of W hittaker street, be­ 
tween York and South Broad. They were 
not fine buildings, but will probably add 
$25,000 to the losses mentioned in earlier 
dispatches. The fire also swept along the 
north side of South Broad street, from 
W hittaker east to w ithin one honse of Bull 
street. No loss of life has been reported 
yet and no serious casualties. Neighboring 
cities prom ptly started fire companies, but 
all were turned back belore reaching here. 


S a v a n n a h (Ga ), April 7th.— In addition 
to the property mentioned as burned out 
by last night’s fire, four stores running west 
from Barnard street and facing north on 
Broughton street were destroyed. 
Three 
of these buildings were the property of J. 
D. Weed, and were well insured. These 
four buildings were occupied as a crockery 
store, general merchandise, furniture store, 
and household furnishing goods. The loss 
is estim ated at $100,000 ; well insured. 
Iu all the total num ber of buildings 
burred is estimated at fifty. No loss of 
life or serious injury to anyone occurred, 
and last night's dispatch covered the con­ 
flagration so fully that little or nothing is 
left unsaid. 
At m idnight the total loss is estimated at 
$750,000. Total insurance at $50,000. 


A D H A STR O U S STO RM . 


N orfolk V isited b y H ea v y W in d s, Snow 
an d K aln . 


N o r f o l k (Va.). A pril 7th.—The storm 
of thunder, lightning 
and 
hail, which 
broke over the city yesterday morning, 
changed last night, turning into a cyclone, 
the wind blowing at the rate of fifty-four 
miles an hour until 5 o’clock this morning. 
The wind came from the northwest ana 
blew into the harbor and its tributaries a 
tide, which at high water this morning was 
eighteen inches higher than ever recorded 
before. 
The lower part of the city was flooded 
and fire broke out on Water street, which 
was caused by the slacking of lime on the 
wharf of John O. Gamage & Son. 
The 
entire block, with the exception of Savage 
Son & Co., commission merchants, tbe 
old cotton exchange building, containing 
800 bales of cotton, and tbe warehouse of 
Perry & Co.. containing about 600 bales of 
cotton, were totally destroyed. Santos <fc 
Brother, coal dealers, lost everything but 
their office building. The loss on buildings 
and stock destroyed in this block is esti­ 
mated at $150,000, partly insured. It is 
probable the losses sustained by the whole­ 
sale grocery merchants from water forced 
into their warehouses by unprecedented 
tide, will nearly equal this amount. Huu- 
dreds of barrels of sugar and flour and 
other goods are ruined. During the storm 
the roofs of the Opera-house, Masonic 
Temple and many dwellings were torn off 
and tne Virginia Beach Railroad depot 
badly injured, and the track for hundreds 
of yards seriously damaged. 
In Portsmouth the fire destroyed the 
lime and lumberyard of Trugil & Hill. 
The United States ship Pensacola sank 
in the dry dock last night where she was 
being repaired for sea. Her sea valves had 
been opened for inspection and another 
one was out. The tide flooded the dock 
and she filled with water, and getting off 
her keel sank before she could be gotten 
in position again. 
Simpson’s dry doric was flooded and the 
damage will reach $40.000. 
The wires 
along the coast are all down and no re­ 
ports can be had from shipping. It is 
feared that serious damage has been done, 
89 there was no warning of the storm 
given.

A H UG E E N G IN E OF W A R . 


T h e C oast D efen se V essel to be B u ilt at 
San FranciHCo. 
W ashington, April 7th.—The Stmday 
llerald say s: The bids for (he construe- 
tion of the coast defense vessel, for which 
there is $1,700.000 appropriated, are still in 
the hands of the Navy Departm ent offi­ 
cials. The Cramps were the lowest bid­ 
ders, but it appears that their bid was not 
in compliance with the provisions of the 
specifications, and the award will be made 
• ■ the next lowest bidder, the Union Iron 
orks of San Francisco, who complied 
with all the specifications without any 
alterations whatever. 
There are many 
good reasons why this coast defense harbor 
ship should be built on the Pacific coast. 
The present uncertainty of political com­ 
plications in the Pacific 
Ocean islands 
which are liable to beak out any tim e into 
serious trouble, behooves the Government 
to have the offensive and defensive im ple­ 
m ents of war well in hand. 
The moral effect of the building of this 
vessel on the Pacific Coast would be inval­ 
uable from many stand points. The Smith 
American Republic, Chili and Peru, Mex­ 
ico, China and Japan, who are more or 
less interested in these Samoan Islands, are 
not capable of building such a ship, for the 
reason that they do not possess the neces­ 
sary facilities. The construction of this 
huge engine of war at San Francisco would 
be the m ost effectual means of notifying 
tbe m aritim e world. Germany included, 
that the interests of Uncle Sam in the Pa­ 
cific would not stand trifling with, and that 
the policy of the present adm inistration, as 
adopted, is far reaching in its scope, in be­ 
ing prepared to defend its remote and less 
protected neighbors, who.se commercial re­ 
lations with this country are of such infi­ 
nite value.

IN V ESTIG A TIO N PR O M ISE D . 


A d m ir a l K im b erly W ill B e C alled Upon 
for an E x p la n a tio n . 
W ashington, April 7th.—During the past 
week there has been considerable talk in 
naval circles in reference to the responsi­ 
bility for the recent disaster at Samoa. 
A 
num ber of the most pronounced discip­ 
linarians of the service are not slow to con­ 
demn the action of Admiral Kimberly in 
allowing the vessels to be caugnt in such a 
storm w ithout using some precautionary 
measures. This was the season of the year 
when hurricanes and tidal waves might be 
looked for, and the sailing directions plainly 
state this fact. 
There is bound to be a 
Court of Inquiry, they say, especially 
since the story ot the Calliope has be­ 
come known. 
The loss of life and ships 
will be inquired into. 
If there was coal 
enough to get up steam on any of tbe ships 
it was his duty, the officers believe, to have 
them turned out of the dangerous harbor 
of Apia. If, as it is said, there was no coal, 
then the cause for this state of affairs will 
be inquired into aud the responsibility 
fixed where it belongs. 
It has been as­ 
serted by some naval officers that the Ger­ 
m an ships suffered the same fate as the 
Trenton, Vandalia and Nipsic, and there­ 
fore nothing should be said or done in the 
matter, but as this country has nothing to 
do with the Germans this excuse will not 
be available. 


B E E C H E R BO UNC ED. 


H e la D ism issed from th e G overn m en t 
S erv ice in D isg r a ce. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 7th.—The Collector 
of Customs at Port Townsend, W. T„ has 
been notified by telegraph to drop Captain 
H erbert Beecher from the rolls from the 
15th inst. Captain Beecher is a son of the 
late H enry W ard Beecher. 
H e was nom ­ 
inated, it will be remembered, several years 
ago as Collector of Customs at Port Town­ 
send. Serious charges affecting his integ­ 
rity were filed with the Senate Commerce 
Committee, and he failed of confirmation. 
Secretary Daniel Manning, who felt very 
kindly toward Captain Beecher, thereupon 
appointed him a special agent of the Treas­ 
ury D epartm en', with headquarters at Port 
Townsend. 
W hen Gardner, the opium 
smuggler, was arrested at Ogdensburg, N. 
Y.,a year ago, certain papers in connection 
with Captain Beecher were found in his 
possession. This and other m atters were 
brought to Secretary W indom ’s attention 
shortly after he assumed control of the 
Treasury Department, and after a full in­ 
vestigation he decided on Captain Beecher's 
dismissal.

The 
vintage of 1888 amounted to 797,707,000 
gallons, an increase of 151,874,000 over 
1887, although 35,000 gallons less than the 
average of the last ten years. Much of the 
good result of the last vintage was due to 
American vines. The vineyards of the 
Midi were the first to suffer from the inva­ 
sion of phylloxera, and the viticulturists of 
that section were the first to employ Ameri 


can vines to combat its ravages. 
Their 
ya.ue was must emphatically demonstrated 
m the last harvest. 
In many localities 
entire vineyards have been replanted in 
taese vines, upon which French vines have 
been grafted. The greater part of those 
vines w ire in full bearing in 1888, and not 
only excited the adm iration of all, but the 
eager desire in proprietors who, up to this 
time, regarded American vines as a means 
at saving their vineyards. The demand for 
American vines is larger than ihe supply. 
The nurseries were very soon exhausted. 
At present the nurserymen are busy gralt- 
lDg slips, so that next year the supply will 
be equal to the demand. 
It is not too much to sav that in the near 
future the famous vineyards of the Midi 
will again produce as generously as in the 
most tavored years.

There is a 
woman in the case. P. 
F. Pratt, the 
cashier, went to Minneapolis a week ago 
last Thursday, and Friday the bank offi­ 
cials were startled by a notice from the 
M erchants' Bank of St. Paul that the ac­ 
count of the First National was overdrawn 
$20,000 
A messenger was at once dis­ 
patched to St. Paul, and the discovery soon 
made that Pratt had drawn ont about 
$8,000 due the bank, and about twice as 
m uch more on bis check. 
The Bank 
Exam iner was notified, and gave the book9 
a hasty overhauling. Enough was learned 
to show that matters were in a bad state, 
and that Pratt is short nearly $100,000. Not 
knowing when or where the end might be, 
the Directors concluded to place the bank 
in the hands of the Examiner, and he will 
appoint a receiver. It is impossible vet to 
tell the extent of Pratt’s villany. 
The bank's correspondents, both in New 
York and Chicago, also allowed him to 
overdraw to the am ount of $15,000. In ad­ 
dition to this, he raised about $30,000 on 
personal notes indorsed by Mrs. Noland, an 
aged widow residing in 
Dayton, who 
trusted Pratt to manage her business m at­ 
ters to a large extent. 
Pratt, in company 
with H. S. Sparks of this city, has been 
speculating in wheat, and Sparks’ account 
is overdrawn $10.000. 
Last sum m er the good people of Anoka 
were horrified to learn that P ratt was on 
intim ate terms with a youDgand handsome 
woman of doubtful reputation. The scan­ 
dal soon became public property, and his 
wife took her two children and went to 
Boston, where they have since resided. 
Soon after this the grass widow also disap­ 
peared, but it is alleged she has since lived 
in Minneapolis, where Pratt supported her 
and her illegitimate child. 
There was quite a contest in the bank 
directory at the January meeting over his 
position on account of the scandal, but it 
was finally decided he should close up cer­ 
tain business matters with which he was 
familiar before severing his connection 
with the institution. It is believed his 
stealings began at that time. Tbe Presi­ 
dent of the First National Bank is H. L. 
Tickner, a well-known business man of 
this city, and one of the pioneer citizens of 
the northwest. The capital stock of the 
bank was $500.000. L'nless matters prove 
worse than expected, the depositors will 
probably be paid in full. 
As yet no steps have been taken to hunt 
down the absconding Cashier, but a reward 
for his capture will probably be offered at 
once. As he has had a week’s start he is 
undoubtedly on the safe side of the Cana­ 
dian line. It is learned that he disposed of 
all his property in this vicinity some time 
ago.

Som e people of the press, notably of the 
New York Post, are very much disturbed 
over the article of Mr. Bates on the Sa­ 
moan question which appeared in the 
Century of April, and a full review of 
which was made by the R eco rd -U n io n of 
Saturday. W hether or not it is indiscreet 
for a Berlin Commissioner to have and ex­ 
press an opinion on the question, is an 
open debate. Probably the German Gov­ 
ernment would prefer that we send men 
who have no opinions on the subject. But 
let us look at the facts. In January Mr. 
Bates stated before a Senate committee the 
facts as he fomid them to la? when he went 
to Samoa in 1S86, and freely stated his 
views, saying then precisely what he says 
m the Century now. In February he re­ 
peated his expressions to various newspa­ 
per correspondents, as he had the right to 
do, in common with other independent 
citizens. About the middle of March he 
was appointed a Berlin Commissioner. 
Now those who know anything about mag­ 
azine publication will readily understand 
that Mr. Bates' article for the Century 
must have been prepared and delivered to 
the Century Company before he was named 
for the appointment or was commissioned, 
and it is more than likely that it was 
‘"worked ofl’’ from the press prior to his 
appointment. Moreover, as Mr. Bates has 
not said anything in the article that he 
had not already uttered, and as the Ad­ 
ministration knew precisely what his views 
were when it appointed him, it is onlv a 
carping criticism that can lie leveled at 
him for his Century article. 


T h e San Francisco Altn is nervously so­ 
licitous to know “ what are to be the poli­ 
cies of the Administration,” and asserts, 
what is not probable, that four years ago 
the country knew what the new Adminis­ 
tration intended. Has the Alta been 
asleep? If it had lieen observant it would 
have discovered that the policy of the 
Administration thus far is to enforce the 
laws, appoint officers as needed, and not 
disturb the country by any domestic up­ 
turning. The wisest policy is that which 
accomplishes most with least friction. Bv 
the way, our coutemjiorary appears in no 
enviable light by its daily pecking at the 
President, mostly for trivial matters. Gen­ 
eral Harrison has been in office just five 
weeks ; let him have fair opportunity to 
demonstrate his capacity or inability to 
administer the affairs of a nation of 60,000,­ 
000 people before captious criticism iic-gins 
its work. IV hen he makes a positive mis­ 
step let it be condemned by the judicial 
calm of a dignified and impartial press, 
free from the twist of partisan bias. 


A W a s h in g to n special to the New 
York Tribune purports to lie authoritative 
in announcing the policy of the Adminis­ 
tration. 
From this it is learned that it is 
the President’s purpose to devote his 
energy mainly to the Assertion of the 
power of the United States abroad; to 
command for this Government respect 
upon the high seas ; to do all that may be 
done wisely to broaden the footing of 
American commerce. 
Of course, this 
policy involves such enlargement of our 
navy that an American protest against 
foreign usurpation will be of potential 
value. It means that American commerce 
must be pioneered by an American navy. 
It means, as the “ special” asserts, a very 
much stronger position regarding the con­ 
trol of all the Isthmian transits. Such a 
policy will meet with the almost unanimous 
approval of the American people. Those 
only will object whose business interests 
nre more intimately related to foreign, 
than to home bottoms. 


S a c r a m e n t o should encourage the prop­ 
osition to estahlisfi here spring meets for 
untried blood horses, to be conducted un­ 
der the auspices of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture. There is every reason why this 
place should lie chosen. There are other 
points bidding for the location, but none 
are so well fortified by natural advantages. 
These meets will not lie races merely, but 
the congregation of the liest colt stock of 
the coast for training trial in their first 
forms. They will attract immense crowds 
of jieople aud bring this section to the 
notice of Eastern men with means, and ie. 
salt, unquestionably, in large investments 
lieing made in the immediate vicinity. 
The subject is one of very much impor­ 
tance, aud ought to receive the immediate 
attention of our jieople. 


T he Bundesrath, say latest dispatches' 
has takem alarm, and at a plenary session 
on Saturday agreed that the new jieuai 
press laws must lie modified and their 
harshness greatly abated. In plain English, 
this means that it Iias taken Germany a 
fortnight to discover that the way to foster 
the democratic spirit is to gag it. Liberty 
grows strong under oppression. It is now said 
that the articles designating as jienal offenses 
hostile criticisms of the Government, the 
monarchy, the institution of marriage, the 
right.- of property and Church will be 
amended. In other words, the hot-headed 
young Emperor has discovered that the 
best way to enhance the power of the pre-s 
is to attempt to establish over it a rigid 
censorship. 


Y e s te r d a y ’s Berlin dispatches sa/ “the 
officials there are in doubt as to whether 
the Samoan question can lie amicably set­ 
tled unless the American Commissioners 
shall be emjiowered to assent to some form 
of comjiensation for the native outrages 
upon the Germans. It is believed that 
nominal concessions in this direction will 
result in the eAsy adjustment of the rela­ 
tive positions of the three Powers, and 
6ave the natives from German retribu­ 
tion.” Very well, if that is to be insisted 
upon, let the German outrages upon Sa­ 
moan independence, such as the deporta­ 
tion of the King-Chief, the setting up of 
Tamaseee, the usurpation of power in 
Apia, and the like, be put in as counter 
claims, and if a balance is struck with 


even-handed justice, Germany will have a 
bill to foot. 


I t is now clear that the French Govern­ 
ment is doing precisely the thing the 
Boulangists most desire — pushing the 
prosecution of the General before a polit­ 
ical body. 
The French Republic will 
presently discover that an exiled enemy is 
more dangerous thau one tolerated at 
home aud held amenable only to the usual 
criminal laws.

THE HIGH LICENSE FIGHT. 
Foreigners to be Denied a License in 
Oakland—Heavy Bonds Required. 
O a k la n d, April 7th.—The fight on the 
saloons with ladies’ apartments in Oak­ 
land, of which there are a large number, 
still continues. It is charged by the high- 
iicense people that at many of these saloons 
there are loungers, and that the places are 
used for immoral purposes. 
Captain 
Hackett and W. V*'. Camron have made 
the statement that within a few weeks thev 
would close up every dive in Oakland. 
Captain Hackett has also said that if Mr. 
Dietz can disprove any of the charges made 
against him at the last meeting of the 
Council he will vote to rescind the resolu­ 
tion closing the Opera-house saloon. 
Mr. Camron has announced his intention 
to introduce an ordinance requiring appli­ 
cants for license to be citizens of the United 
States. This will throw out of business 
sixty-four persons now running saloons at 
Oakland. The new ordinance provides for 
a $2,000 bond to run an orderly house. It 
prevents saloons and grocery stores from 
beiDg in the same building. Other equally 
sweeping provisions will be inserted in the 
ordinance. 
In speaking of the high license fight yes­ 
terday, a well-known liquor man said; 
“There is not a newspaper in Oakland that 
is our friend, and I guess we will have to 
start one. Some of the papers are snakes 
in the grass, pretending to be our friends 
while really fighting us, pattiDg us on the 
back with their left band and sharpening a 
razor to cut our throats with the light 
hand. They are no good.” 


BROKE TH E RECORD. 
Al Farrow Makes tbe F astest Mile Ever 
Made in a Race* 
Ban J ose, April 7th.—Yesterday was tbe 
last day of the Blood-horse Association's 
inaugural meeting. The opening event was 
the best running race which ever took place 
on this coast, and one of the best in the 
world. Al Farrow, the winner, made the 
mile in 1:40, said to be the best time ever 
made in a race. The world’s record of 
l:39i was made by Tenbroeck in a race 
against time where his time was taken 
after he was well started in a run. Al 
Farrow and Nora and Jack Brady acted 
badly in getting the start. Full fifteen 
minutes were spent in scoring, but at last 
the horses came up well together and were 
sent away. 
Geraldine took the lead, closely followed 
by Al Farrow, with Nerva third. At the 
quarter-mile Geialdine was two lengths 
ahead of Farrow. Geraldine still led at the 
three-quarter post. Farrow seemed to have 
given up, but as they came into the home­ 
stretch he made a great spurt, and, to the 
surprise of the spectators, was seen to gain 
on the mare. Both jockeys plied the 
leather freely, and as the horses came to 
the finish the crowd became intensely ex­ 
cited. Farrow's splendid stamina won him 
the race. He came in half a neck ahead, 
in 1:40, Geraldine second. Jack Brady third, 
amidst the shouts of a delighted crowd. 
The Lick House stakes, six furlongs, for 
two-year-olds, was won by Racine in 1:161, 
Pliny second and Mirope third. 
The closing event was a Consolation stake 
for one mile, for which Glen Ellen, Tom 
Daly, Nabeau, Jou Jou, Rosa Lewis and 
Ed McGinnis were entered. McGinnis won 
by half a neck in 1:421. Jou Jou and Glen 
Ellen running a dead heat for second 
place. 
SUPERIOR JUDGE. 
The Governor Must Fill a Vacancy on 
the San Francisco Bench. 
S a n ’F rancisco, April 7th.—Judge Wil­ 
son. of the Superior Court of this county, 
will leave San Francisco on the 1st of next 
month to enter into the practice of his pro­ 
fession with the firm of Brunson <fc Lanina 
at San Diego. It will be Governor Water­ 
man s duty to appoint a successor to Judge 
Wilson for the next two years. Judge 
W ilson was elected in 1336 for a six-vear 
term, but his appointed successor will Bold 
only till the election in 1S90. 
Several of the recent candidates for Su­ 
perior Judge are making efforts to obtain 
the appointment. The position will go to 
a Republican, without question, and this 
will leave the political standing of the Su­ 
perior Court just the same as at present— 
the majority being Democratic. 
Among those who seek the place are 
Francis W. Van Reynegom, John T. Dare 
and Chester K. Bonestell. 
Van Reynegom was a candidate on the 
Republican ticket in 1886, running against 
Walter H. Levy, Democrat, and J. M. 
Troutt, Independent Republican. Judge 
Levy was elected. Van Reynegom is backed 
bv the support of a very large acquaint­ 
anceship and some very warm friends. 
John T. Dare was a candidate at the re­ 
cent election, receiving next to the largest 
vote for Judge, C. K. Bonestell polling the 
highest vote. Dare is a member of the 
State Central Committee. He was King 
Kalakanas Attorney-General before the 
recent revolution. 
C. K. Bonestell is the yonng men’s candi­ 
date. He is a Native Son and a graduate of 
the State University. 


BRIGIIAM YOUNG’S FOLLOWERS. 
Mormon Babies Coat Twenty Dollars 
Apiece at Salt Lake. 
S a lt L ake, April 7th.—The semi-annual 
Mormon General Conference began here 
Saturday, with large crowds present. Presi­ 
dent Woodruff forrraily opened with an 
invocation. Apostle Heber J. Grant spoke 
on the necessity of tbe Saints keeping all 
the commandments of God and living their 
religion in this life. It is not their busi­ 
ness. he said, to cbey some and reject other 
commands. 
Apostle John Henry Smith said that if 
the Saints lived in accordance with the 
commandments of God they would receive 
their reward. They iiad gathered in these 
mountains from all nations to live the 
principles of their religion, and were re­ 
quired to obey all the commandment» of 
God.Elder Penrose, recently pardoned by 
President Cleveland, indorsed the views of 
tiie previous speakers and railed on ihe 
Saints to refrain from gossip and from 
speaking evil of the Lord's anointed. It 
was not their place to judge, but they 
should leave that to God. 
In the afternoon Apostle John W. Tay­ 
lor spoke of the power of the elders to heal 
the sick, but if any lacked faith let them 
not call in the elders, but a doctor. He 
did not object to doctors, but to their bills. 
He said : '"We have 6,(XX) children jiorn 
annually, at a cost of $20 apiece, which is 
robbery on the part of the doctors, '¡¡he 
work of tbe Mormon Church will roll tin 
till it fills the whole earth.”

The murderer was brought 
to Fllvnsburg last night and placed in jail 
for the present and the infuriated people 
talk of lynching him. 
The reports from the Conconullv mines 
continue favorable, and the influx of 
miners is increasing. The stage and steam­ 
ers will be compelled to increase their 
service to three times a week.

Fresno, April 7th.—Tuesday night last 
an infant ten davs old was placed on the 
doorstep of W. \\ .

A note from the 
mother, found on the waif's clothing, gave 
the name of Mary McKinney, a servant girl 
in this city, as the mother, and that of 
Joseph Fairchild, a clerk with Louis Ein­ 
stein & Co.. of this city, as its father. The 
mother and child were in a starving condi­ 
tion, which compelled her to desert it. Ill- 
feeling exists against Fairchild in the com­ 
munity, but his absence saves him. The 
foundling will be taken charge of by the 
Ladies' Relief Society, who will place it in 
an orphan asylum in the State.

CHEAP SOIL, 
Men W ho W ere WilltDg to Haul a Load 
for a Schooner of Ueer. 
A full Board was present at the mett- 
ing of the Supervisors on Saturday 
mcming. 
After allowing several bills 
for work on the county roads the 
Board proceeded to investigate the charge 
made by James H. Allen against Silas 
Chance, Road Overseer for District No. 11. 
On April 2d Mr. Allen presented charges 
against Chance, claiming that the latter 
had ordered earth to be hauled from the 
county road to private property at the ex­ 
pense of the county. 
On both sides there were about twenty- 
five witness present, and Ed. M. Mnriin 
appeared as Chance's attorney. 
J. H. Allen, who preferred the charges, 
stated that he knew of several teams which 
during January last had hauled earth 
from the county road and deposited it at 
the Harrigan place, also some at Swiss Sta­ 
tion, aud at different times a load or two 
was deposited under a shed bordering on 
the road. Chance had instructed the teams 
to do the work, and told the drivers that 
they might come over to the saloon afier 
their work was done and get a glass of 
beer. The work was charged against the 
county. 
A number of other witnesses testified 
that they had hauled earth at the aforesaid 
places on Chance’s order, and besides pay 
from the county, had received a glass of 
beer for the favor. 
When it was time for the other side to be 
heard, Chance stated that the earth was nat 
hauled from the road, but outside the 
boundary line, and furthermore, that the 
work was done outside of working hours— 
that Í3, either at the noon hour or in the 
evening. 
As the other side agreed to Chance’s 
statement as to the hours in which the 
work was done, the Board dismissed the 
charges, but told Chance that the worK 
done on the county roads in his district did 
not “show up” in accordance with the 
money expended on them. 


A NOTABLE CAK-BILL. 
The Wihl Ride of Two Englishmen to 
Overtake the Golden Gate Special. 
The Goiden Gate Special, which arrived 
in Sacramento a little behind its schedule 
time on its last trip, had among its passen­ 
gers two Englishmen—A. J. H. Carbill and 
Loring Bushby—whose experience on the 
prairies of Nebraska was of a somewhat 
thrilling character. They were en route to 
China and wished to sail by the steamer 
which was to leave San Francisco on Sat­ 
urday. Arriving at Omaha they found 
that the Golden Gate Special was five hours 
ahead of them, speeding away toward the 
settiDg sun. So thev ehartereda special and 
set out after it. Their train was given the 
right of way, aud it liew like the wind over 
the plains. 
It was 500 miles to Cheyenne, where the 
vestibule train was to halt a short time for 
them, and where they arrived at 4 o’clock 
on Thursday morning. A heavy head wind 
alone prevented the chartered train from 
breaking the record for that distance, but 
many of the miles were made in less than 
a minute. The Englishmen “got there,” 
however, and were landed in San Francisco 
on Friday night. Their extra “car-biil” 
was $600.

BURKE IX THE BOX PARALYZES 
THE STOCKTOXS.

Even though their club is in the rear for 
the League race, Sacramento was out in 
force at the ball game yesterday between 
the home club and the “ B anner Island” 
nine, and both grand and special stands 
were jam m ed with spectators.

and in accordance brought over quite a 
num ber of their backers, but one could not 
get a bet against the Stockton team . 
Sac­ 
ram ento people were unanim ous in their 
opinion that the visitors had the game, and 
as some expressed it, “ W e've just come out 
to see how bad Stockton will ‘do us up’ 
this tim e.” The tables were turned, how­ 
ever, and when “ Big” B nrke stepped into 
the box as pitcher and twirled the first ball 
over the plate, the people took a good 
glimpse of him , braced up in their seats, 
and bore a serious look on their faces. “W e 
m ay have a little fun here yet,” muttered 
one 
Sacram entan as 
he watched 
the 
pitcher. 
Burke is perhaps the finest physical spec­ 
im en of a man ever seen on a diamond in 
this State. 
H e is a strapping fellow, about 
six feet in height and a regular athlete. H e 
is of a jovial disposition and takes things 
ju st as they come. 
He was put on trial by 
the Sacramento managers in yesterday’s 
game, and he proven him self to be the 
“ missing link " ot the club. H e pitched an 
excellent game, and allowed the visiting 
nine but six hits, while seven of them re­ 
tired on three strikes. 
H e is sharp in 
w atching bases 
and 
kept the runners 
“ sliding for safety” half the time, while he 
would coax a ball over the plate while the 
batter was thinking of som ething else. 
A lthough he gave the visitors six bases on 
balls, he would hold them at first so close 
that whenever an attem pt was made to 
steal a base, the ball was always waiting 
for the runner at his destination’ and ifot a 
single base was stolen by the Stockton 
nine during the whole game—a rare occur­ 
rence. 
Burke was repeatedly cheered and 
compelled to “doff” his cap at least a half 
dozen times to the enthusiastic people. 
In the last inning, however, when the 
score stood 6 to 3 and the Stocktons came 
to the bat. getting two men on bases and 
following this up by a triple drive by How­ 
ard, the courage of the crowd grew weak, 
but B urke rallied and did not allow the 
score to be tied. 
In the seventh inniDg the score stood 1 
to 1. and the Sacramentos, in a lucky 
streak, got three men on bases and Burke 
came to the bat. Stockton did not think 
Harper, their pitcher, was doing justice to 
him self and they brought in Baker, “their 
finest,” from the outfield to occupy the 
box. 
H e picked up the ball, sent it w hirl­ 
ing towards the plate, but B urke's bat met 
it with a swing and the sphere cut through 
the air in the short stop region like a can­ 
non ball, and the batter was safe on second 
before it was fielded. O’Day and Newbert 
scored on the hit and B urke “just owned 
the town.” 
The game in general was a brilliant one 
and well worth the admission price. All 
played good ball and, though beaten,¡Stock­ 
ton made a good fight. Behan, Stickney, 
Sweeny and AYhitehead, their infield, did 
some quick work, and the former three 
m ade a brilliant play in the sixth inning. 
Veach drove the ball on the ground nearly 
on a line over second when Behan fell flat 
on his side in jum ping to atop it. H e just 
touched the ball with the tips of his fingers, 
and pushing it over to Stickney, who was 
near at hand, the latter forwarded it to 
Sweeny in lim e to put out the runner. 
It 
was probably one of the most brilliant 
plays ever seen. 
Fairhurst and H arper did fair battery 
work, and Baker should not have been 
substituted in the latter’s place, although 
H arper claimed to have hurt his finger. 
Fairhurst proved a formidable backstop. 
H oward. Moore and Baker played the out­ 
field positions in good style. 
Tne Sacramento club played with two 
errors and both were excusable. They 
appeared active and invigorated by the bay 
breezes. Veach brought out a pretty little 
tot. who called him “papa,” and he termed 
her the mascot for the nine. 
McLaughlin held Burke's delivery to 
perfection, and threw to bases better than 
ever before, allowing no steals. W ith such a 
backstop. Burke was at his best, and sailed 
the ball three times over the plate in several 
instances after three balls had been called. 
The passed ball against him did not do any 
particular damage.

H e m an­ 
aged to get up, however, but was unable to 
make a stand against Armstrong, who 
belted him right and left until he dropped 
again on the soft turf, where he concluded 
to rest until the tim e lim it Bhould call his 
adversary to his corner. The ten seconds 
expired, Armstrong was declared the win­ 
ner, and then H anlon struggled to his feet. 
H e has about as m uch business in the 
prize-ring with a boxer as a dozen A rm ­ 
strongs would have with one John L. Sulli­ 
van. 
A fair-sized audience assembled last night 
to see H ow arth break the record. The men 
all seemed in good trim , especially H ow­ 
arth, who kept up alm ost a continuous 
run. H e passed the score made by Herty 
in Massachusetts (183 miles and 5 laps), 
and therefore stands on record as the 
champion four-hour runner for six con­ 
secutive days.

DOW N AND OCT. 


A B a ttlin g M ill B etw een a C onple o! Col­ 
ored M iddle-W eights. 
A spirited boxing m atch took place at 
Brown’s Comique at 2 o’clock on Saturday 
morning, lasting for eleven rounds. The 
contestants were George T urner—said to be 
a cousin of the well-known Stockton m id­ 
dle-weight—and W illiam McPherson, both 
colored. The m en weighed about 100 
pounds each, although T urner had the 
advantage in bight and reach. H eis quick 
on his feet, has considerable science, and 
muscle, and is a rapid two-handed fighter. 
M cPherson, though somewhat shorter 
than his antagonist, is a powerful built 
fellow, a rem arkably hard hitter and good 
wrestler. H e did most of his lighter work 
with his left, and carried his right in a rather 
awkward position, and was very slow in its 
use. But when he found an opening and 
got in a swinging blow with it, he did ter­ 
rible execution. 
The place is poorly fitted lor a match of 
this kind, as the stage is narrow and the 
floor very slippery. Several times the men 
slipped and fell during the m atch. Medi­ 
um-sized glove9 were used, although the 
tip had gone round that the men were to 
fight with skin gloves. George Green was 
chosen for referee, and each of the young 
pugilists was attended by the usual trio of 
bottle-holders, rubbers, etc. 
There was considerable heavy work done 
in the first few rounds, McPherson scoring 
the first square knock down by flooring 
Turner in the latter's corner with a terri­ 
ble right-hand swinging blow which caught 
him on the right ear. H ad it landed on the 
head of a white man the fight would have 
ended in the third round. 
In the several 
rushes and clinches that occurred, Turner 
was invariably thrown heavily. The men 
worked for each other’s heads almost ex­ 
clusively, 
but 
few 
body 
blows beiDg 
struck. 
Notwithstanding the severe slugging that 
characterized the 
match, neither man 
showed the slightest evidence of punish­ 
m ent until the eleventh round, when Mc­ 
Pherson rushed Turner against the rear 
wall and pasted him severely on the side 
of the head. Turner, unable to withstand 
the terrible rush of McPherson, and som e­ 
what rattled by the blow, attempted to slip 
to the floor, but McPherson caught him 
when about half-way down with, and 
rained blows on either side of his head.and 
Turner dropped in a heap. H e lay m otion­ 
less for some time, but was got into his 
corner before the ten seconds were up. His 
assistants did their best to revive him , but 
when time was called he was just able to 
stagger to the center and offer his hand to 
McPherson in token of his defeat. 
It was found that T urner had badly 
sprained his right wrist, and there was talk 
of some of the bones being fractured. Mc­ 
Pherson was fresh at the finish,and showed 
little or no signs of punishm ent.

T lie Iie v il-T h e o ry R e v iv e d . 
If any “human soul” has “gradually and 
voluntarily subjected itself” to evil pas­ 
sions, what need is there to call in the hy­ 
pothesis of diabolic agency to account for 
even the worst acts of which it may be 
guilty? 
Vi'liat says an apostle? 
“Every 
man is tempted when he is drawn away of 
his own lust and enticed.” 
The logical 
law of parsimony forbids us to suppose 
anything beyond this. 
W hat lusts are, 
we know; what devils are, we know not, 
nor have we any means of certifying our­ 
selves in regard to their existence. 
Why, 
then, frame hypotheses beyond all need 
for them ? 
Moral and physical qualities, 
we understand, are inherited. 
W ill Dr. 
Lyman Abbott, standing in Plymouth 
pulpit, say: 
“No, it is a family devil that 
is inherited; the fiend that tormented the 
father pursues the son and the grandson ?” 
If he will not say that, if he admits that 
a given individual may receive by inher­ 
itance a certain 
moral 
and 
physical 
constitution, what difficulty is tiiere in 
beliving that to this source may be traced 
the deeds which mark for good or for 
evil that individual’s life? 
Dr. Abbott 
admits that “we cannot demonstrate the 
influence of an 
invisible 
spirit 
over 
m an; ” but neither can we, he proceeds to 
say, “ demonstrate the existence of an 
ether whose waves produce the phenomena 
of light.” 
The difference between the two 
cases, however, is very easily stated. 
The 
devils are not required to explain any 
phenomenon; we can get on perfectly well 
without that hypothesis; whereas, it was 
necessary to suppose an ether, in order to 
render the phenomena of light intelligible, 
by assimilating them to those of sound, 
produced, as we have discovered, by the 
vibrations of another medium. 
We do not 
doubt, indeed, that the amiable Brooklyn 
divine would gladly throw the whole doc­ 
trine of devils overboard, as not only use­ 
less but hurlful, were it not for the sanc­ 
tion which he understands it to receive 
from the Scriptures. 
But if it is to lie re­ 
ceived on faith, why mar the work of faitli 
by trying to show that it may also be ac­ 
cepted on the grounds of reason ? 
Faith is 
only weakened by such help; and reason 
certainly is not benefited by being put to 
such forced labor.—Popular Science Monthly 
for April. 


T h e C h e m ic a l E le m e n ts . 
Analogy forbids us to believe that, down 
to a certain lim it of dimensions that we 
call molecules, the constitution of matter 
is of a wholly different sort from that 
which appears on subdividing the mole­ 
cules. 
It is an equally incredible assump­ 
tion that a'l atomsof the same element are 
so many independent creations exactly 
alike in every respect. 
Then, as our 
knowledge increases, the distinctions be­ 
tween the chemical elements are becoming 
less market! and their relations to each 
other more intimate. 
They are beginning 
to appear, not as isolated units, but as 
links in a complex network, which pre­ 
sents an unbroken continuity throughout. 
The recent study of the rarer earths leaves 
us in doubt whether we have an indefinite 
number of elements, or only one under 
unnumbered manifestations; and the later 
results of spectrum analysis seem to indi­ 
cate quite clearly that, at high tempera­ 
tures of the sun and the fixed stars, many 
of our terrestrial elements are decomposed. 
From a mathematical analysis of the 
spectra, Grunwald maintains—and sup­ 
ports his conclusion by a remarkably array 
of confirmatory measurements—that the 
remarkable solar 
spectrum line called 
helium, and the equally well-marked line 
of the sun’s corona, come from two con­ 
stituents of hydrogen gas, the first of 
which is somewhat heavier and the last 
far lighter than hydrogen gas.— Professor 
Josiah P. Cooke, in Popular Science.
